W hitesell is now a member 
of the crew of the “U.S.S. L ittle,” in 
Boston harbor a t 
tim e 
of 
writing. 
From the log of a sailorm an on the 
U.S.S. L ittle he culled the following 
interesting extracts: 
May 15,‘1918—Sailed from the Bos­ 
ton navy yard on the D estroyer Little 
No. 79 to meet a 
convoy of twelve 
arm y transports, 
carrying 
sixty-five 
thousand troops in France. 
All the 
ships assem bled at Ham pton Roads, 
Va. 
Noted th a t some of the ships 
flew the Italian flag. 
The 
armored 
cruiser Huntir.gton was in this con­ 
voy. 
We put to sea, 
steam ing 
at 
twelve knots. Seven days later we ar­ 
rived at the Azores. 
May 24, 1918— Destroyers Little and 
Kimberly left port.

chael, Ponta Delgada, and tied up to a 
buoy in mid-stream. 
Secured all en­

Fully 1,000 Mexicans and mer. and 
women of Mexican descent gathered ut 
Birch Park yesterday In celebration of 
Cinco de Mayo, which is Mexico’s in­ 
dependence day. 
The celebration will 
be continued this afternoon with a 
meeting at the Grand Opera House. 
It was a gala day among the Mexi­ 
cans. without question the biggest cel­ 
ebration they have ever held in Or­ 
ange county. 
The doings of the day started with 
a parade at 12:30 o'clock, from the 
Southern Pacific depot on East Fourth 
street to Birch Park, where later lunch 
was eaten and a social time enjoyed. 
Two flags, the American and the 
Mexican, led the parade. 
The Pro 
Patrla Band, composed of fifteen mem­ 
bers of the Pro Patria Club, which ar­ 
ranged the celebration, played accept­ 
ably. both in the parade and later at 
the park.
